REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  ROLLINSFORD 
For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1916, 


There  have  been  but  few  changes  among  our 
teachers  for  several  years.  Having  secured  those 
thoroughly  qualified  we  reluctently  make  any  changes 
unless  absolutely  obliged  to  do  so.  Miss  Cavanaugh, 
teacher  at  Pear  Yard,  resigned  her  position  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year.  Miss  Marion  Houston  is  now  filling 
the  place  vacated.  Miss  Elizabeth  Adams  is  back  to 
her  old  position  as  teacher  in  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  at  Salmon  Falls.  Miss  Edith  M.  Austin  is  in 
charge  at  Quamphegan. 

We  challenge  any  town  in  Maine  or  New  Hampshire 
to  present  more  progressive,  better  qualified,  better 
loved  teachers  than  those  now  caring  for  our  schools. 
Each  one  feels  the  responsibility  of  her  position  and  is 
doing  her  level  best  to  make  her  school  a  credit  to  her 
faithful  labors  and  an  honor  to  the  town  of  Rollinsford. 

The  average  attendance  of  our  pupils  in  the  past 
speaks  in  loudest  praise  of  the  work  of  our  teachers. 

Wherever  we  have  had  our  pupils  attend  schools 
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outside  our  jurisdiction,  they  have  been  found  in  ad- 
vance of  those  grades  they  were  entitled  to  enter. 

On  account  of  an  order  from  the  state  and  town 
board  of  health,  we  were  obliged  to  see  that  every  pupil 
attending  our  schools  was  properly  vaccinated  be- 
fore January  1st,  1916.  This,  along  with  other  troubles, 
especially  the  grippe  may  cause  a  slight  falling  off  in 
the  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  school  year  ending 
in  June. 

The  Turnpike  school  still  continues  to  be  small  in 
numbers  and  only  three  pupils  are  in  attendance  at  the 
present  time.  This  school  seems  doomed  to  many 
changes.  We  trust  the  vacant  tenements  will  be  well 
filled  with  children  this  spring.  The  expense  of  trans- 
portation with  such  a  team  as  is  demanded  by  state 
authorities  (a  good  horse,  a  covered  vehicle,  a  safe  and 
sane  driver)  will  cost  the  district  more  each  year  than 
the  employment  of  a  first-class  teacher  with  fuel,  etc. 
thrown  in. 

By  a  vote  of  the  school  board  of  the  city  of  Dover, 
on  and  after  September  1st,  1916,  the  tuition  to  non- 
residents of  the  city  will  be  fifty  instead  of.  forty 
dollars  as  now  paid. 

Under  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire,  those  towns 
not  supporting  a  high  school  or  academy  are  obliged 
to  pay  tuition  to  high  schools  or  academies  in  otner 
towns  in  the  state  supporting  such  schools,  but  are  not 
liable  to  pay  a  tuition  to  any  pupil  in  excess  of  forty 
dollars. 

By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1907,  the  town  of 


Rollinsf ord  was  given  authority  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  send  its  pupils  to  Berwick  Academy. 
The  tuition  at  the  present  time  is  $36.00,  with  an 
extra  expense  of  about  two  dollars  for  books. 

We  have  six  pupils  attending  the  academy,  one 
at  Somersworth  high  school,  and  eighteen  at  Dover 
high  school. 

The  expense  at  Somersworth  is  $24.00  per  year. 
We  have  one  pupil  in  attendance. 

Those  attending  school  at  Dover  from  Salmon  Falls 
are  paid  a  tuition  of  forty  dollars  and  transportation, 
costing  a  little  over  forty  dollars.  Nearly  eighty  dol- 
lars per  pupil. 

Those  taking  the  train  at  Rollinsford  Junction  are 
paid  a  tuiton  as  above  and  about  twenty  dollars  trans- 
portation or  sixty  dollars  per  pupil. 

Those  in  the  town  within  one  and  one-half  miles 
of  the  Dover  high  school  are  simply  paid  their  tuition 
of  forty  dollars. 

The  repairs  on  school  buildings  were  the  smallest 
for  several  years.  Less  than  one  hundred  and  ten 
dollars. 

The  Sullivan  and  Quamphegan  schoolhouses  ought 
to  be  painted  and  as  the  room  of  the  latter  is  low 
studded  and  closely  surrounded  by  buildings  the  room 
is  quite  dark.    A  coat  of  paint  would  not  go  amiss. 

This  building  is  the  oldest  in  town  and  poorly  ven- 
tilated. As  a  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  places 
the  control  of  every  schoolhouse  in  the  state  under 
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the  state  board  of  health  we  shall  be  much  surprised 
if  this  board  does  not  drop  down  on  the  committee  and 
in  a  way  condemn  this  building. 

The  radiators  as  put  in  the  firemen's  room  and  now 
occupied  by  the  kindergarten  were  not  giving  out  the 
heat  they  ought  to  do.  We  have  had  several  sections 
added  to  each  radiator  and  the  small  children  are 
made  happy. 

We  have  made  this  report  a  little  longer  than  usual 
as  questions  of  vital  importance  are  before  the  dis- 
trict, but  there  is  one  more  question  that  ought  to  be 
considered,  and  that  is  the  pay  of  our  teachers.  Were 
it  not  that  a  majority  of  the  ten  live  at  home,  and 
thereby  save  some  of  their  expenses,  we  are  afraid 
that  we  would  wake  up  some  day  and  find  ourselves 
hunting  for  substitutes. 

A  majority  of  our  teachers  can  and  may  demand  a 
much  larger  salary  than  they  are  now  getting.  We 
are  of  the  opinion  that  at  least  one  dollar  a  week 
might  be  added  to  their  pay  and  be  of  advantage  to  the 
town. 

Once  more  we  are  indebted  to  the  citizens  of  the 
town  for  their  many  acts  of  kindness  and  for  their 
earnest  support  of  our  common  schools,  for  all  of  which 
we  wish  to  express  our  thanks.
